San Pablo Fiesta show; second, fine har- 
ness; third, parade class; third, English 
pleasure; second, equitation; Santa Clara 
County ‘show, San Jose; second, pleasure 
class; second, parade class. At Concord he 
finished in the money in English pleasure 
and Western horsemanship, equitation and 
parade classes in a one-day show. 


Trained by Jack Green 
Benny was sired by Filoli Chief by Chief 
of Longview, national champion American 
Saddlebred horse for three consecutive 


years. His dam, I Go by Kentucky Moon- 
shine by Guided by Love. Any horseman 
knows that the handling of a colt and his 
early training is of great importance, and 
in the case of Benny this credit belongs to 
one of our local horsemen, Jack Green.

Keep up the good work, 
Corrine, we wish you Many more good 
seasons and between horse show seasons, 
we'll be seeing you on the trails on Benny, 
with his red setter companion taking the 
lead. 


Butch and Binky - 

Looking ahead to future cowboys and 
stock horses, we can be proud, indeed, of 
a very fine prospect in Jimmy Black, Jr. 
“Butch” as he is known to his many friends, 
at the age of 11 has already an enviable 
record, all of which was accomplished with 
his good horse, Rabbit. In 1946 Butch, on 
Rabbit, along with several trophies came 
out with 15 firsts 3 seconds, and 6 third 
place ribbons. In addition, at the California 
State Horsemen’s convention, in Sacra- 
mento, he was named champion in the 


Junior Stock Horse class, and grand cham- 


pion in Western Horsemanship. Rabbit is 
not only a good child’s mount, Jimmy Black, 
Sr., uses him as a roping ‘horse, and Mrs.
